Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On 24th May. 1972 Shri Sukum Yimchunger, Sub-Inspectoi , 
on getting information about the whereabouts of an under- 
ground self styled l.f lang Bahadur, collected necessary 
foice and proceeded to his residence but did not find him 
theie, Theieafter the police paity surrounded anothei house 
wheic I .mg Bahadui was suspected to be staying. The 
door of the house was closed with two wooden bats from 
outside to cieale an impression that nobody was inside. The 
Sub-Inspectoi entered the house along with two other 
persons at gicut tisk to his life and tried to ovei power him. 
Jang Bahadur jumped out of his bed with a rifle fitted with 
a bayonet. Before he could do any damage, he was arrested 
by the police party. 

In apprehending a hostile leadci Shi i Sukum Yimchunger 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry in disregard of his personal 
safety. 

2. 'I his awatd is made fot gallantry undei rule 4(11 of 
the rules governing the uwaid of the Police Medal and 
consequently canics with it the special allowance admissible 
under tule 5, with effect from the 24lh May, 1972.

Statement of set vices for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

Shri Arjun Singh was a member of an unarmed patrol 
party deputed in Gwalior city on the night of 29th March, 
1973. Soon after midnight the party came across an armed 
gang of house-breakers who were extremely drunk. When 
challenged, the gang leadci wiped out a revolver and aimed 
at the police party compelling them to retreat. While one 
of the Constable 1 rushed to the police station foi seeking 
assistance, others started shadowing (he robbbers. When 
the miscreants entered a house neai Taxman Talab, the police 
tried to close in from different directions. When the mis- 
creants became aware of the police presence, they jumped 
out of then hiding place and tried to escape. Two of them 
jumped into a ‘Nalla’’ but the gang leader who had a revolver 
with him and was trying to take it out was apprehended by 
Constable Arjun Singh who was unarmed. The gang leader 
succeeded in getting himself free from the hold of the 
Constable and fired at him blit fortunately it did not hit 
the Constable. Meanwhile luilhei police assistance came and 
in the encounter that ensued the gang leader Jcela was shot 
dead. One 12 bore revolvei and some cartridges were re- 
covered from the deceased.

On 19/20th Octobci, 1971, a police party was sent to work 
out information about the hiding of some extremists in the 
i.axminprayan Colony as also in the adjoining Pioneer 
Colony in Barasat P. S. area of West Bengal. The police 
party was divided into three groups. When the extremists 
>aw the raiding groups approaching them, they hurled bombs 
and split themselves into a number of gioups to lace the 
police. One such group ran towards the Central Reserve 
Police Foice cordon und threw bombs it them. Three 
revolver shots fired by one Sub-Inspector were not fruitful. 
At this stage Constable Nirrnal Singh, though himself 
injured with 9 mm bullet on his left forearm, lan forward 
in the darkness ignoring usk to his own life and fired from 
his rifle at the extremists. Amidst firing and bomb throwing 
by the extremists, he continued the firing and was able to 
kill an extremist. This created demoralisation among their 
i Links and they fled under the cover oi darkness leaving behind 
a dead body with a pipe gun and 4 live bombs. 

In this encountci Shu Niinial Singh exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry and devotion to duty.

On 24th July, 1973 after a tiring journey of about 20 miles 
on foot, Havildar M. A. Lateef took charge of Ailapur 
Armed outpost. After taking over charge he received in- 
formation about the movement of some extremists in the 
forest area. Without losing any time he proceeded to the 
likely hideout of the extremists. On seeing the approaching 
police party, the extremists tried to ' escape under cover of 
firing. Havildar Lateef, with great risk to his life, led the 
police party in the chase and the encounter that followed 
he was able to shoot an extremist who was later identified 
as Peddana alias Datla Venkata Ramaraju. a notorious 
extremist leader responsible for many murders and looting. 
The Police party recovered one 9 mm automatic rifle of 
foreign origin with 4 live rounds. 

In this encounter Shri M. A. Lateef exhibited extraordinary 
courage and devotion to duty.

Constable Man Singh was on duty near Britannia Biscuit 
Factory on the Ring Road along with other colleagues 
on the night of 14/1 5th July, 1974 when he received infor- 
mation that some persons suspected to be carrying arms were 
seen hiding in a nearby garden. After obtaining arms, the 
police party proceeded towards the garden. While they 
were doing so, they heard distress calls coming from' jhuggies 
adjacent to the garden. 

Constable Man Singh took the rifle from the Head Con- 
stable and along with Sub-Inspector Ishwar Singh rushed 
towards the jhuggies. He noticed a group of men running 
awav to take cover in the nearby garbage dumping ground. 
On being challenged, they opened fire. Constable Man 
Singh returned the fire and kept the dacoits pinned down. 
In a gallant bid to charge the dacoits, Constable Map Singh 
rushed towards the place where all the dacoits had taken cover. 
While doing so, he received pellet injuries on his chest at 
the hands of dacoits who werg able to escape under the 
cover of fire. Constable Man Singh was admitted in the 
Willingdon Hospital. After prolonged treatment, he survived 
but it is feared that he might lose sight in both the eyes. 
The gallant action and courageous initiative shown by Con- 
stable Man Singh was primarily responsible in bringing to 
earth this dangerous gang of dacoits. 

In the encounter Shri Man Singh exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry and devotion to duty in disregard of personal safety.

On 
24/25th May, 1972, Shri Suraj Narain Singh went with a 
police party to apprehend a notorious extremist named 
Ramdeo Paswan. While the police party was lying in 
ambush, the extremists got scent of the presence of the 
police and opened fire. The fire was replied to by the 
police and Ramdeo Pas win was killed in the encounter. 
On 2nd August, 1972 another police party was sent for the 
arrest of Srinati Mahto who had committed a number of 
serious crimes in the area and was absconding. Shri S. N. 
Singh led the party and laid an ambush _to apprehend Sripati 
Mahto. He. however, became aware of the police presence 
and was able to escape but was shadowed and finally the 
police were able to arrest him. When Mahto was being taken 
to the police station, about 25/30 extremists attacked the 
police par».v wi*h a view to rescuing the apprehended 
extremist. Taking advantage of the attack Mahto tried to 
escape. In the exchange of fire, however, Mahto was killed 
and some others received injuries. A country made gun and 
12 bore live cartridges were recovered from the site. 

In these encounters Shri Suraj Narain Singh exhibited 
remarkable courage and valour at grave risk to his life.
